THE SETTERSTROM 


VERDICT SET ASIDE 


Supreme Court Gives Brainerd & 


Northern New Trial in Import­ 


ant Litigation. 


IT WILL BE FOUGHT TO FINISH. 


Railway Company was Not Re­ 


sponsible for the Acts of a 


Substitute. 


The supremo court has handed 
down a decision in the case of Peter 
Setterstrom vs the Brainerd «V North­ 
ern, setting aside the verdict of the 
lower court and granting the com­ 
pany a new trial. 
This case was appealed from the 
district court of this county and the 
decision of the supreme court has 
beet! waited for 
with considerable 
interest, as there are several points 
of 
an important nature involved, 
principally the one fixing the re.-pon- 
sibility of a railroad company in ac­ 
cidents where a substitute is working 
in the place of a regular employe. 
This cane was tried nearly two 
years ago. 
Peter Setterstrom was at 
one time employed by tie* Ii. & N., 
uow the Minnesota 
International. 
as a car cleaner. 
He was engaged at 
his regular occupation on the inter 
tor of a car, a string of cars were 
kicked in on the track and against 
the car in which he was at work. He 
was injured and brought suit to re­ 
cover $2000 damages. 
On the trial 
the jury rendered a verdict of $1(500 
for the plain ti IT but Judge McC’eca 
hail at the time cut it down to flout). 
This is a case where th** railroad 
company refused to make any settle 
ment at all in the dir.-t instance, 
claiming that they were not respon­ 
sible for any injuries in the matter. 
The company usually makes an offer 
of settlement, but in this event they 
did not. 
The following was the syllabus of 
the supreme court : 
“ Three coaches with an engine 
were Iteiug moved and set upon a 
sidetrack for the purpose of reversing 
their order in making up a train, 
lf 
was the duty of one of the employes 
(the head brakeman) to be at the 
switch and set the same to aid in ac­ 
complishing this result. 
B y reason 
of his abandonment of his post of 
duty and the unauthorized selection 
by him of another person to take his 
place the switch was first properly 
set for a sidetrack which wa^ clear, 
then changed immediately and re-,et 
so as to cause a car being run or 
kicked backward from the engine to 
go upon another track where cars 
were standing in one of which plain­ 
tiff was engaged in scrubbing the 
floor, when a collision therewith oc­ 
curred whereby plaintiff was thrown 
down and injured. 
Held upon the 
facts. 
“ First—That the acts of the sub­ 
stitute for the head brakeman was a 
proximate cause of the injury plain­ 
tiff received. 


“ Second--That the substitute was 
not an employe for whose acts de­ 
fendant was responsible. 
“ Third— That there is nothing in 
the evidence reasonably tending to 
show that other employes than th#* 
head brakeman whose duty it was to 
aid in making up the train were 
wanting in ordinary care. 
“ Fourth—That the issue of plain­ 
tiff’s contributory negligence was 
under the evidence for the jury. 
“ Fifth —That 
whether the head 
brakeman was negligent in abandon­ 
ing his post of duty and selecting a 
substitute to take his place was also 
a question for the jury, 
‘Reversed and new trial granted.*’
